TOWN  WARRANT  FOR  1953 


TOWN  OF  HAMPTON 

STATE  OF  NEW^  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hampton,  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  High  School 
Auditorium  in  said  Hampton  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day 
of  March,  1953,  at  Ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  Australian  Ballot,  one  Town 
Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Treasurer,  one 
Collector  of  Taxes,  one  Highway  Agent,  and  three  Audi- 
tors. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

(The  polls  for  the  election  of  officers  will  open  at  Ten 
O'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will  not  be  closed  earlier  than 
Six  O'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day) . 

Article  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  Town  Officers'  salaries 
and  expenses,  election  and  registration,  municipal  court', 
care  and  supplies  for  Town  Hall,  police  department,  fire 
department,  moth  department,  highways  and  bridges, 
street  lighting,  library,  town  poor,  Memorial  Day,  parks 
and  playgrounds,  cemetery,  sewer  department,  side- 
walks, comfort  station,  town  notes,  Hampton  Beach  and 
all  other  necessary  charges  arising  within  the  town. 
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Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  give  the  Selectmen 
power  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the 
salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  from  Four 
Hundred  Dollars  to  Six  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars, 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  administer,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  through  tax  deeds. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  take  action  according  to  the  terms  of 
leases  against  certain  or  all  lease  holders  leasing  lands 
from  the  town  of  Hampton  who  have  not  paid  their 
ground  rent  or  taxes,  or  both. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  Town  Road  Aid  Appropriation  A  the  sum 
of  $417.45  if  the  State  contributes  $2,783.01,  and  for 
Town  Road  Aid  Appropriation  B  the  sum  of  $4,000,  if  the 
State  contributes  $4,000. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
ordinance  creating  the  Town  Planning  Board  and  au- 
thorizing said  board  to  regulate  the  subdivision  of  land 
(Chapter  53,  Sections  1-29,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hamp- 
shire 1942  as  amended)  as  follows: 

The  Town  Clerk  is  hereby  specified  as  the  municipal 
officer,  who  shall  issue  on  behalf  of  the  Planning  Board, 
a  certificate  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Planning  Board 
to  take  action  on  approval  or  disapproval  of  a  plat  sub- 
mitted to  it,  as  provided  by  Chapter  53,  Section  23,  Re- 
vised Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  1942,  as  amended. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  request  an  annual  audit  of  the  Town 
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Books  by  the  Municipal  Accounting  Division  of  the  State 
Tax  Commission. 

Article  11.  On  petition  of  Roland  W.  Paige  and  eleven 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if  the 
town  \nll  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300.00  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  deserted  and 
abandoned  cemeteries  in  the  Town  of  Hampton. 

Article  12.  On  petition  of  Alton  P.  Tobey  and  eighty- 
nine  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Town  Manager  Plan  as 
provided  by  Chapter  55  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New 
Hampshire  as  amended. 

(Voting  on  this  article  will  be  by  Ballot  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  55  of  the  Revised  Laws 
of  1942  as  amended  by  Chapter  135  of  the  Laws  of  1951 
and  any  other  amendments.) 

Article  13.  On  petition  of  William  W.  Treat  and 
fourteen  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  a  committee  of  nine 
legal  voters  appointed  from  the  floor  to  act  as  an  advis- 
ory committee  to  the  Selectmen  in  the  matter  of  choos- 
ing a  town  manager  in  the  event  that  the  town  votes  by 
referendum  to  adopt  the  Town  Manager  Plan  as  provided 
by  Chapter  55  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  this  State. 

Article  14.  On  petition  of  Charles  F.  Butler  and  nine 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton : 

A.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  system  of  sewerage  disposal  at  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  Two  Hundred  and  Eleven  Thousand  Dollars 
($211,000)  extending  from  main  pumping  station  at 
Winnacunnet  Road,  together  with  sewers  in  Winnacun- 
net  Road  from  Ocean  Boulevard  to  near  Locke  Road  and 
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including  the  gravity  intercepter  from  the  Treatment 
Plant  to  Winnacunnet  Road  and  the  force  main  from 
the  pumping  station  to  the  end  of  the  gravity  sewer  in 
Winnacunnet  Road  at  an  estimated  cost  of  this  construc- 
tion, involving  10,000  feet  of  8,  10  and  12  inch  pipe  and 
including  engineering,  land  damage,  and  an  allowance 
for  contingencies  of  One  Hundred  and  Seven  Thousand 
Dollars  ($107,000),  and  providing  sewers  on  Ocean 
Boulevard  from  Boar's  Head  to  Winnacunnet  Road  and 
in  King's  Highway  from  Winnacunet  Road  to  17th 
Street,  and  including  street  sewers  in  all  the  short 
streets  between  King's  Highway  and  Ocean  Boulevard 
from  the  1st  to  and  including  19tli  Streets,  together  with 
a  lift  station  at  10th  Street,  amounting  to  about  12,100 
feet  of  8  inch  and  10  inch  sewer  pipe  at  an  estimated 
cost,  including  engineering  land  damage  and  contingen- 
cies of  One  Hundred  and  Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($104,- 
000)  and  to  authorize  a  sewer  committee  consisting  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  four  other  legal  voters  of 
the  Town  of  Hampton  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  or  a 
majority  of  said  committee  of  seven  in  connection  there- 
with, to  engage  the  services  of  an  engineer,  to  determine 
the  extent  and  location  of  the  system  of  sewers,  to  so- 
licit bids  from  competent  contracting  firms,  to  accept 
the  most  advantageous  bid  or  bids,  to  supervise  the  con- 
struction, to  see  that  the  contracts  are  carried  out,  to  ac- 
cept the  project  for  the  Town,  and  to  take  any  other 
necessary  or  desirable  action  in  connection  with  such 
bids,  contracts,  construction  and  all  other  matters  in 
connection  therewith. 

B.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 
struct the  Selectmen  to  proceed  to  acquire  either  by  pur- 
chase or  eminent  domain  proceedings  such  land  or  lands 
or  easements  therein  as  the  sewer  committee  shall 
deem  necessary  for  the  construction  of  any  or  all  of  said 
sewer  system. 
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C.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  borrow  a  sum  not 
exceeding-  Two  Hundred  and  Eleven  Thousand  Dollars 
($211,000)  and  to  issue  and  sell  in  connection  with  such 
bori*owing  notes  and/or  bonds  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
in  the  principal  amount  not  exceeding  Two  Hundred  and 
Eleven  Thousand  Dollars  ($211,000),  such  notes  and/or 
bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  Chapter  72  of  the  Revised 
Laws  of  1942  as  amended,  payable  exclusively  from 
funds  to  be  raised  from  taxation,  to  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum  payable 
semi-annually,  maturing  during  a  thirty  year  period, 
principal  payable  in  annual  installments  of  Eight  Thous- 
and Dollars  ($8,000)  for  the  first  year  and  Seven  Thous- 
and Dollars  ($7,000)  for  each  year  for  the  next  twenty- 
nine  years,  the  first  installment  to  be  payable  one  year 
from  date  of  said  notes  and/or  bonds,  to  be  sold  for  not 
less  than  par,  the  time  and  place  of  payment  of  principal 
and  interest,  the  fixing  of  the  rate  of  interest,  the  pro- 
visions for  the  sale  of  the  notes  and/or  bonds  and  all 
other  matters  in  connection  therewith  to  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  15.  On  petition  of  A.  R.  Swenson  and  seven- 
teen other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  present  sewer  system  to 
include  the  streets  of  Fairfield  Drive  and  Ruth's  Lane 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  to 
accomplish  said  extension. 

Article  16.  On  petition  of  A.  Roland  Bragg  and 
twelve  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see 
if  the  Town  of  Hampton  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  install  a  sewer  line  on  "N" 
Street  extension  on  the  west  side  of  Marsh  Avenue  at 
Hampton  Beach. 

Article  17.     On  petition  of  David  B.  Drummond  and 
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twenty  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to 
see  if  the  town  vill  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  to  extend  the  sewerage  up  Mill  Road  to  the 
extent  of  the  appropriation. 

Article  18.  On  petition  of  Otis  R.  Garland  and  thirty- 
six  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if 
the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000. 
to  extend  the  sewerage  system  along  Winnacunnet  Road 
from  the  Elmwood  Corner  to  and  including  the  residence 
of  Bowman  Ellis  and  from  Winnacunnet  Road  along 
Locke  Road  to  and  including  the  residence  of  John  B. 
Marston. 

Article  19.  On  petition  of  Norman  Royal  and  sixteen 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hanipton  to  see  if  the 
Town  of  Hampton  will  install  a  surface  drainage  system 
on  Marsh  Avenue  between  G  and  J  Streets ;  and  appro- 
priate the  necessary  monies. 

Article  20.  On  petition  of  Ruth  H.  Folk  and  eleven 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  extend  the  present  sewer  system  to  in- 
clude Rice  Terrace  and  to  raise  and  appro'priate  the  nec- 
essary funds  to  accomplish  said  extension. 

Article  21.  On  petition  of  J.  Fred  Hay  ward  and  ten 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  or 
take  by  eminent  domain  proceedings  for  use  as  a  public 
parking  lot  the  following  lots  of  land;  (1)  Lot  bordering 
on  High  Street  belonging  to  Kenneth  W.  Langley  and 
(2)  lot  bordering  on  High  Street  belonging  to  the  Hamp- 
ton Associates,  Inc. ;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Article  22.     On  petition  of  J.  Fred  Hayward  and  ten 
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other  leg-al  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  or 
take  by  eminent  domain  proceedings  a  right  of  way  ten 
(10)  feet  in  width  leading  from  Lafayette  Road  to  land 
now  owned  by  Kenneth  W.  Langley  across  land  now 
owned  by  Myron  Williams  for  the  purpose  of  a  public 
foot  path  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  or  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Article  23.  On  petition  of  James  M.  McCool  and  six- 
ty-six other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Plumbing  Law  as  provided  in  Sections  one  to  eleven,  in- 
clusive, of  Chapter  183  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  1942  and 
any  amendments  thereto ;  also  the  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  Plumbing  adopted  under  authority  of  Sec- 
tion 7,  Chapter  183,  Revised  Laws,  as  provided  in  the 
Manual  for  Plumbers  published  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  1948. 

Article  24.  On  Petition  of  Roland  C.  Emery  and  ten 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Code  of  Ordinances  governing  Electrical 
Wiring  in  the  Town  of  Hampton,  N.  H. 

The  National  Electrical  Code,  as  published  by  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  every  third  year,  gov- 
erning the  installation  of  electrical  wiring  and  apparatus 
shall  be  adopted  and  approved  as  the  minimum  require- 
ment by  the  Town  of  Hampton. 

Some  qualified  person  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual 
town  meeting  whose  title  shall  be  "Inspector  of  Wires", 
whose  duty  shall  consist  of  the  inspection  of  all  wiring 
for  any  purpose  within  the  town,  and  whose  salary  shall

be  paid  in  part  by  permit  fees  and  in  part  by  a  sum  ap- 
propriated by  the  town  for  that  purpose. 

Only  those  electricians  who  are  reg-istered  with  the 
Sew  Hampshire  Board  of  Underwriters  shall  be  permit 
ted  to  install  any  wires  or  conduits  for  wares  within  the 
town. 

Before  the  electrician  may  start  wiring  any  new  build- 
ing, or  rewiring  any  existing  building  within  the  town  he 
shall  obtain  or  see  that  a  building  permit  has  been  issued 
for  that  particular  building  by  the  town  clerk  or  the 
building  inspector.  This  permit  must  be  posted  at  the 
building  site,  and  must  bear  the  approval  of  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Wires  over  his  signature  before  the  Electric  Com- 
pany will  connect  the  building  to  their  system. 

The  Exeter  &  Hampton  Electric  Company  will  not  be 
permitted  to  install  a  meter  at  a  new  or  changed  meter 
installation  until  a  permit  has  been  issued  to  the  Com- 
pany by  the  Inspector  of  Wires. 

Temporary  service  permits  will  be  limited  to  six 
months  subject  to  renewal  with  the  approval  of  the  In- 
spector of  Wires. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  to  pro- 
hibit any  property  owner  doing  his  own  wiring  provided 
he  has  complied  with  all  of  the  rules,  and  his  w^ork  bears 
the  approval  of  the  Inspector  of  Wires. 

Article  25.  On  petition  of  Mrs.  John  Philip  Knoblock 
and  fifty-two  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
to  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,200.00  for  the  care,  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
shade  trees  in  the  Town  of  Hampton,  especially  to 
spray  the  elm  trees  for  Dutch  Elm  disease,  such  money 
to  be  expended  at  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  with 
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the  adxnce  of  a  Town  Shade  Tree  Committee  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  26.  On  petition  of  Kenneth  N.  Ross  and  elev- 
en other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  street  running  north- 
westerly from  the  Ocean  Boulevard  through  Ross  Acres, 
so  called. 

Article  27.  On  petition  of  Willard  M.  Emery  and 
eleven  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public  highways  the 
streets  now  known  as  George  Avenue  and  Emery  Lane. 

Article  28.  On  petition  of  Philip  W.  Howe  and  nine 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see  if  the 
towm  will  vote  to  accept  a  street  as  a  continuance  of 
King's  Avenue  as  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  29.  On  petition  of  Forest  Littlefield  and 
eleven  other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  to  see 
if  the  town  will  accept  the  street  known  as  Cedar  Lane 
in  the  Town  of  Hampton  after  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  economic  advancement  of  the  town 
through  publicity  and  promotional  services  of  the  Sea- 
coast  Regional  Development  Association,  in  co-operation 
with  other  regional  communities  the  sum  of  $1,002.00. 

Article  31.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  a  proposed  Building  Code  for  the  Town  of  Hampton 
as  relating  to  general  contracting  regulations. 

Article  32.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

1954  Town  Meeting 

The  following-  sug-gestions,  most  of  which  would  save 
money  if  they  could  be  accomplished  at  once,  should  be 
kept  in  mind  to  be  done  at  the  earliest  wish  of  the 
voters : 

1.  Insulate  the  cap  of  the  comfort  station  (a  four  to 
five  inch  cap  for  which  a  bid  was  received  of  $325.00) . 

2.  Buttress  the  south  wall  of  the  sewer  plant.  (This 
wall  now  has  a  fifteen  inch  bulge  and  if  not  straightened 
will  go  out,  the  replacement  of  which  will  cost  of  mini- 
mum of  $10,000.00,  but  it  is  estimated  that  it  can  be 
buttressed  or  reinforced  for  the  approximate  sum  of 
$2,500.at  this  time.) 

3.  Institute  a  system  of  cross-indexed  individual  pro- 
perty tax  description  cards. 

4.  Send  out  itemized  tax  bills. 

5.  Prepare  a  tax  map. 

6.  Purchase  a  sewer  cleaning  machine.  (This  ma- 
chine to  clean  pipes,  at  about  $4,000.00  will  pay  for  itself 
in  about  two  years  and  last  twenty  or  more  years) . 

7.  Construct  a  conference  room  on  the  town  office 
building.  (Cost  estimated  at  $2,000.00). 

8.  Purchase  land  for  public  entrance  to  the  ocean  on 
the  beach  at  the  south  end  of  the  toll  bridge. 

9.  Purchase  at  least  two  new  surf  boats  for  the  life 
guards,  furnish  first  aid  kits  for  the  guard  stations  and 
furnish  lettered  white  sun  visor  hats  to  distinguish  and 
protect  the  guards.   (The  only  seaworthy  boat  we  now 
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have  was  g-iven  to  the  beach  by  the  D.A.V.,  but  there 
should  be  at  least  three  available  on  the  main  beach  and 
possibly  one  at  the  south  end  of  north  beach,  assuming 
that  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  can  do  a  better  job  than  we 
can  at  the  North  end.  (The  approximate  cost  of  this  im- 
provement will  be  $500.00).

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Municipal  Court,  Library  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  Dec.  31,  1952-Dec.  31,  1953: 

(Exhibit  A-1) 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1952  and  De- 
cember 31,  1953,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  there- 
in the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $16,788.59  in  1953. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 
An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
during-- the- year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  es- 
timated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1953,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by 
the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $16,- 
190.21,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $6,663.35,  resulted 
in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $9,526.86. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1953,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the 
Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1953,  is  indicated  in  Ex- 
hibit B-2. 

Statement  of  Bonded  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  I) 

A  statement  of  bonded  indebtedness  as  of  December  31,  1953, 
showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  contained  in  Exhibit 
I. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books 
of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncol- 
lected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers 
as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabili- 
ties) increased  by  $2,288.59,  during  1953,  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing statement:

Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  redemption  period  provided  by  law 
has  expired,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Tax  Collector  issue  tax 
deer's  to  the  Town  for  the  properties  represented  by  these  unre- 
deemed taxes. 

Deficiency   of  Taxes   Assessed   Under   Budgetary    Requirements: 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  Revenue  Statement  (Exhibit  A-4)  that 
the  deficiency  of  taxes  actually  assessed  under  budgetary  require- 
ments amounted  to  $4,001.30.  This  means  that  in  calculating  the 
1953  tax  rate  the  assessed  valuation  was  overstated  by  approxi- 
mately $100,000.00.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  more  care 
be  given  to  the  preparation  of  assessment  lists  and  tax  warrants. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of  1939, 

require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential  features 
shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hampton: 

The  current  year  began  Wednesday,  September  9th, 
1953  with  an  enrollment  of  649.  This  compares  with  642 
of  the  previous  year,  which  included  62  in  kindergarten. 
The  total  enrollment  as  of  January  25,  1954  was  678. 
With  89  at  the  beginning  enrollment  in  the  first  grade  it 
became  necessary  to  employ  a  third  teacher.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  enrollment  in  the  three  lower 
grades  was  190,  and  in  the  three  upper  grades  155.  Tak- 
ing an  average  registration ;  we  find  63.3  in  the  three 
lower  grades,  52  in  the  middle  grades  and  42  in  the  Jun- 
ior High. 

Since  additional  pupils  are  entering  through  the  year 
it  seems  probable  that  an  additional  teacher  will  be  nec- 
essary for  grade  two  next  year.  The  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  we  shall  need  three  teachers  for  each  grade. 
With  this  prospect,  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  that  grades 
seven  and  eight  must  be  housed  elsewhere  than  in  the 
present  building.  We  are  faced  with  a  parallel  situation 
in  the  High  school.  During  the  next  two  years  the  Acad- 
emy will  graduate  classes  of  forty  and  fifty-two.  These 
are  the  smallest  grades  in  the  school  and  will  be  replaced 
by  grades  of  fifty-seven  and  seventy.  An  enrollment  of 
more  than  two  hundred  and  fiftj^  will  be  the  rule. 

A  projection  of  present  enrollments  and  present  rate 
of  increase  prophesies  a  pupil  population  for  1961  of  950 
pupils.  The  answer  seems  to  be  the  construction  of  a  Jun- 
ior High  school.  This  would  service  grades  seven  and 
eight,  thus  relieving  the  Centre  school.  It  would  also 
house  the  ninth  grade  of  the  High  School.  The  new  build- 
ing should  be  constructed  large  enough  to  take  care  of 
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any  further  influx  in  either  the  grades  or  the  high 
school.  It  could  be  so  planned  that  it  would  house  grade 
six,  if  that  should  be  necessary,  or  grade  ten  if  our  sec- 
ondary facilities  should  be  overcrowded  at  some  future 
time.  This  would  mean  a  Junior  High  School  of  grades 
seven,  eight  and  nine  with  an  enrollment  of  two  hundred 
twenty-five  to  two  hundred  fifty.  This  system  of  6-3-3 
has  many  advantages  over  the  8-4  plan.  It  would  put  us 
in  line  with  the  best  educators  of  today. 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  review  the  hous- 
ing situation  in  the  district.  That  committee  will  report 
at  the  annual  School  District  meeting. 

The  Hampton  schools  now  have  a  staff  of  thirty-four 
teachers ;  seven  of  whom  are  new  to,  the  system,  with  one 
teacher  returning  who  has  previously  taught.  They  are 
all  accredited  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  hold 
Bachelor  or  Master's  Degrees  from  accredited  colleges. 
The  fact  that  our  teachers  are  professionally  minded  and 
intend  to  do  their  best  for  our  children  is  attested  by  the 
large  number  who  are  enrolled  in  education  courses  of 
advance  standing.  Two  classes  are  being  afforded  this 
year  in  our  buildings.  They  are  conducted  by  the  Har- 
vard-Boston University  Extension  and  are  tailored  to  the 
needs  of  the  teachers.  Such  courses  as :  "Guidance  in  Ele- 
mentary School,"  "Measurement  and  Evaluation  in  Edu- 
cation" —  "Improvement  in  Instruction"  —  "Psychol- 
ogy in  Learning  Current  Problems  in  Health  and  Safe- 
ty" and  "The  Teaching  of  Arithmetic  in  Elementary 
Grades"  are  being  studied  during  the  current  year.  It  has 
been  stated  that  probably  a  larger  proportion  of  our 
teachers  are  studying  on  an  advanced  level  than  any 
other  school  in  the  State. 

By  enactment  of  the  legislature  of  1953  the  position 
of  Helping  Teacher  was  established  for  six  unions  in  the 
state.  The  criteria  for  determining  the  unions  eligible 
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for  such  assistance  included  such  factors  as:  the  num- 
ber of  school  districts  comprising  a  union,  the  number  of 
teachers,  number  of  pupils,  number  of  schools,  popula- 
tion trends  and  general  educational  problems  of  the  com- 
munities served.  With  these  criteria,  Supervisory  Union 
No.  21  was  offered  the  services  for  which  this  law  pro- 
vided. The  helping  teacher  is  a  full  time  employee  serving 
throughout  the  calendar  year.  She  will  be  a  highly 
trained  person  serving  teachers,  pupils,  parents  and  citi- 
zens of  the  communities.  She  is  not  a  supervisor  as  such, 
but  is  at  the  service  of  the  teachers  at  their  request. 
With  the  large  classes  we  now  have,  her  help  will  be  in 
increasing  demand.  The  State  Department  of  Education 
has  obligated  itself  to  pay  $2,500.  toward  the  salary  of 
this  teacher.  The  remainder  of  the  total  salary  is  to  be 
apportioned  among  the  seven  towns  of  the  Union  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  Union  costs.  Since  the  total  salary 
voted  by  the  Union  at  its  regular  budget  meeting  was 
$4,100.  with  the  state  paying  $2,500  of  this  amount,  and 
since  Hampton  pays  forty-two  and  sixty-seven  hun- 
dredths percent,  the  cost  of  this  district  will  be  $682.72. 
This  amount  is  included  in  the  school  budget  as  present- 
ed. 

-  Prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  help  the  board  members 
of  the  seven  districts  held  meetings  with  the  Commis- 
sion of  Education  and  with  a  helping  teacher  now  work- 
ing in  New  Hampshire.  At  these  meetings  the  plan  of 
this  teacher  w^as  carefully  outlined  and  her  actual  duties 
were  explained.  As  a  result  of  careful  study  by  the  board 
members,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  this  means  of  improving 
the  efficiency  of  our  schools. 

Federal  Aid  has  been  received  in  all  seven  districts  of 
Union  No.  21.  This  was  made  possible  by  amendment  of 
the  house  bill  874.  As  originally  passed,  aid  was  given  to 
districts  educating  children  whose  parents  are  employed 
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on  federal  property  ''part  or  all  of  which  is  situated  in 
such  state."  Since  the  Naval  Shipyard  is  located  in 
Maine,  our  district  was  not  eligible  for  federal  funds. 
However,  the  amendment  allowed  aid  for  children  whose 
parents  work  on  federal  property  and  who  live  in  reason- 
able commuting  distance  of  said  property.  Thus  our  dis- 
tricts become  eligible  and  received  as  reimbursement  for 
the  year  1952-1953  a  total  of  $32,172.90.  Hampton's  pay- 
ment was  $7,854.00. 

The  work  of  the  Supervisory  Union  is  continually  in- 
creasing. Teachers  are  being  added  almost  yearly  in  each 
of  the  districts,  because  of  constantly  increasing  enroll- 
ments. The  entrance  of  pupils  from  other  districts  always 
offers  problems  of  placement  and  orientation.  The  feder- 
al government  has  now  entered  the  field  through  its  aid 
program.  These  are  a  few  of  the  reasons  that  the  Union 
felt  an  executive  assistant  should  be  employed. 

This  assistant  will  be  paid  on  the  same  basis  as  all  Un- 
ion employees  with  each  of  the  districts  contributing  its 
proportional  share.  A  more  efficient  organization  will  re- 
sult. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Academy  and  High  School  have 
continued  their  policy  of  generous  contributions  to  the 
schools.  New  typewriters  have  been  purchased  each  year 
by  them.  A  much  needed  safety  vault  door  has  been  in- 
stalled. This  is  a  costly  item  and  much  appreciated,  since 
it  means  safe  housing  for  school  funds.  The  Trustees  also 
financed  the  installation  of  gas  service  for  the  Mechan- 
ic Arts  work. 

Hampton  furnishes  as  complete  a  program  as  possible 
considering  the  size  of  enrollment.  The  Academy  offers 
five  courses  of  study,  adapting  to  the  varying  interests 
of  the  pupils;  in  addition,  all  pupils  are  offered  work  in 
Music,  both  vocal  and  instrumental;  and  also  four  years 
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of  Art.  Driver  Education  is  offered  both  as  a  study 
course  and  "behind  the  wheel."  This  study  is  developed 
in  conjunction  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  and 
with  a  car  furnished  by  a  local  dealer.  The  value  of  this 
course  is  attested  by  officers  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  De- 
partment. 

The  Physical  Education  program  carries  through  all 
grades ;  with  instructors  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

Hampton  believes  in  visual  education.  Two  moving- 
picture  projectors  and  a  film  strip  machine  are  regular 
compliment.  Supervisory  Union  has  purchased  film 
strips  which  are  used  in  close  correlation  with  the  class 
w^ork  of  all  grades.  Moving  picture  films  are  rented  from 
various  sources,  such  as  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, Boston  University,  and  commercial  companies. 
These  are  usually  free,  or  with  a  nominal  charge. 

A  successful  hot  lunch  program  has  been  sponsored 
throughout  the  school  year.  The  service  has  been  self 
supporting  since  its  installation.  Each  child  participat- 
ing is  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  meal.  The  Federal 
Government  contributes  five  cents  additional.  Surplus 
commodities  are  received  from  Federal  sources.  For 
these  we  pay  only  transportation  charges.  These  com- 
modities consist  mainly  of  meat,  canned  goods,  dry  milk 
and  vegetables.  They  materially  help  in  allowing  better 
meals  than  would  otherwise  be  possible.  An  average  of 
three  thousand  meals  is  served  each  month. 

The  local  Parent  Teacher's  Association  is  conducting 
a  survey  among  the  parents  of  Hampton.  As  a  result  of 
this  we  expect  to  secure  the  thoughts  of  the  parents  as 
to  the  means  of  improving  our  schools.  It  is  hoped  that 
all  parents  will  reply  to  the  survey  and  thus  assure  a 
more  accurate  estimate  of  the  schools  of  the  district.  The 
Association  is  also  working  closely  with  our  lunch  pro- 
gram. This  help  is  much  appreciated  by  us  all. 
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The  School  District  Meeting  is  to  be  called  to  order 
on  March  5th,  1954,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Im- 
portant decisions  are  to  be  made.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
the  School  District  check  list  is  separate  from  that  of 
the  Towns.  In  order  to  vote  at  the  School  District  Meet- 
ing it  is  necessary  that  your  name  appear  on  the  School 
check  list.  Copies  of  this  list  are  posted  at  the  Town  Of- 
fices, the  Beach  fire  station,  and  the  High  School  hall. 
The  hours  for  adding  names  on  the  check  list  appear  on 
the  list  itself  —  they  are  Friday,  February  26,  7  to  9 
p.m. ;  Saturday,  February  27th,  3  to  5  p.m. ;  Thursday, 
March  4th,  7  to  9  p.m. ;  Place,  Town  Offices. 

School  sessions  will  rarely  be  called  off  because  of  bad 
weather.  When  it  necessary  to  do  this,  notice  will  be 
given  on  the  Portsmouth  radio  station,  WHEB,  between 
the  time  of  beginning  broadcasting  and  eight  o'clock  in 
the  morning.  People  who  do  not  have  access  to  radios 
may  call  either  the  principals  of  the  schools  or  Hampton 
865. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  people  of  Hampton  for  their 
interest.  It  is  by  such  interest  that  schools  are  improved. 
The  problem  of  school  housing  is  important  and  serious ; 
but  Hampton  will  do  well  by  its  children.  That  plan 
which  is  best  will  be  adopted  by  the  people  of  the  town 
and  Hampton  schools  will  continue  to  be  recognized  as 
good  schools.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


Dear  Mr.  Gillmore : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Hampton  Academy  and  High  school. 

Our  enrollment  has  held  very  close  to  that  of  the  last 
few  years.  We  fit  nicely  into  the  building  and  our  equip- 
ment is  adequate.  This  condition  will  not  last  long  for 
we  have  a  small  senior  class  leaving  while  our  entering 
class  was  large.  However  next  year  the  entering  class 
will  be  slightly  smaller  because  of  the  small  eighth  grade 
in  the  Centre  School.  Unless  there  is  a  considerable  in- 
crease from  families  moving  into  town  we  should  have 
one  more  year  before  we  are  crowded. 

As  you  know  we  have  a  very  active  audio-visual  aids 
program.  Through  a  gift  of  the  class  of  1953  and  assist- 
ance of  our  trustees  the  auditorium  has  been  blacked  out 
so  it  can  be  used  for  motion  picture  projection.  Besides 
sound  picture  equipment  we  have  a  tape  recorder,  three 
record  players,  a  film  strip  projector,  a  micro  slide  pro- 
jector and  a  public  address  system  with  turn  table.  Our 
teachers  are  alert  to  make  use  of  this  equipment.  The  re- 
cent change  in  postal  rates  for  educational  films  has 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  obtain  more  material  without 
increasing  our  budget.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  this  is  an 
excellent  motivating  force  and  makes  learning  easier  and 
more  pleasant.  Tests  indicate  that  is  an  effective  way  to 
teach. 

A  system  of  cumulative  records  has  been  started  in  the 
Centre  School  that  we  would  like  to  continue  through 
high  school.  We  find  this  material  very  valuable  in  our 
guidance  work.  These  records  include  a  record  of  the 
pupils  work  in  each  grade,  the  results  of  achievement 
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tests,  mental  capacity  tests,  interest  inventories  and  any 
special  tests  that  have  been  used.  It  gives  us  a  much 
more  complete  record  than  we  would  otherwise  have. 

Last  year  we  graduated  a  class  of  forty-seven.  Nine- 
teen are  attending  college,  one  business  school,  three 
nursing  schools,  one  art  school,  two  preparatory  schools, 
and  two  trade  schools.  Of  the  remainder  one  is  in  the 
armed  forces,  ten  are  employed  and  three  are  married. 

For  the  first  time  the  George  and  Grace  Ashworth 
scholarship  became  available  and  was  awarded  to  Rob- 
ert Lavigne.  He  is  at  Denison  College  in  Ohio.  The  Ply- 
mouth Teachers'  club,  the  Monday  club  and  the  Hamp- 
ton Teacher's  club  plan  to  offer  scholarships  to  a  local 
pupil.  Thus  there  will  be  four  scholarships  available  for 
this  year's  seniors.  We  are  very  pleased  with  this  en- 
couragement to  advanced  education. 

Many  schools  in  recent  years  have  been  moving  United 
States  History  to  the  junior  year  and  following  it  by  a 
course  in  Problems  of  Democracy  in  the  senior  year.  Our 
state  department's  new  program  has  approved  of  the 
change.  I  believe  we  should  start  the  transition  in 
Hampton  next  year. 

Our  athletic  program  continues  to  be  successful.  There 
is  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  it  as  there  should  be.  How- 
ever, it  brings  problems  because  there  are  some  who 
would  give  it  first  importance.  It  is  well  to  remember 
that  the  regularly  scheduled  classes  are  our  main  objec- 
tive and  that  the  activities  should  be  balanced  with 
places  for  dramatics,  music,  art,  forensics,  clubs  and 
socials.  We  try  to  keep  a  reasonable  balance,  but  a  single 
auditorium-gymnasium  causes  some  friction.  The  reason 
I  bring  it  up  is  to  seek  understanding  when  at  certain 
times  each  activity  must  make  way  for  another  and  that 
activities  must  interfere  with  classes  as  little  as  possible 
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and  still  keep  a  balanced  program.  Activities  furnish  ex- 
cellent motivation  for  school  work  and  can  contribute 
much  enjoyment  to  the  school  experience. 

I  have  again  called  attention  to  only  a  few  of  the 
things  which  we  could  discuss.  We  are  always  trying  to 
do  better  and  this  report  is  intended  to  be  a  part  of  our 
public  relations.  There  are  lots  of  citizens  who  are  gen- 
uinely interested  in  the  schools  and  do  much  to  help.  We 
appreciate  their  interest  and  help  and  hope  it  will  con- 
tinue. 

We  have  an  excellent  corps  of  teachers  who  are  con- 
scientious in  their  work  and  always  ready  to  help  the 
pupils  or  any  worthy  town  project. 

I  want  to  express  by  appreciation  to  you  and  the  school 
board  for  the  constant  cooperative  spirit  in  which  our 
work  is  carried  on.

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CENTRE  SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  Mr.  Roy  Gillmore,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  Centre 
School : 

The  Centre  School  has  made  satisfactory  progress  in 
the  various  areas  since  the  last  report  was  written  and 
school  is  going  along  smoothly. 

During  the  spring  term  last  year  we  were  engaged  in 
our  normal  spring  activities.  Miss  Nelson  directed  our 
annual  eighth  grade  play  which  was  well  received  and 
Mr.  Eastman  for  the  24th  consecutive  year  coached  our 
basketball  and  baseball  teams. 

Graduation  for  the  eighth  grade  was  changed  to  a  Fri- 
day evening  and  held  June  12th  before  a  large  group  of 
parents  and  friends.  As  the  size  of  our  graduating  class- 
es increase  our  auditorium  is  becoming  too  small  to  seat 
all  of  those  who  wish  to  attend.  If  the  Junior  High 
School  continues  to  remain  at  the  Centre  School  it  may 
be  necessary  to  hold  graduation  elsewhere. 

When  school  started  in  September  this  year  several 
new  members  had  been  added  to  our  Faculty.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  McClain,  both  teachers  with  much  experience,  were 
hired  to  teach  grades  six  and  five  respectively.  Mrs.  Mc- 
Clain replaced  Miss  Lewis  who  found  employment  else- 
where and  Mr.  McClain  became  the  teacher  of  the  extra 
sixth  grade  which  we  have  for  the  first  time.  It  is  en- 
couraging to  get  some  men  teachers  in  the  intermediate 
grades.  They  add  to  our  total  education  program.  Miss 
Sakovitch  our  other  fifth  grade  teacher  also  left  and  she 
was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Whittum  who  formerly  taught  a 
fourth  grade.  In  turn  the  then  vacant  fourth  grade  posi- 
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tion  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Carberry.  Mrs.  Linscott  became 
our  new  art  teacher  and  this  completed  our  staff  for  the 
opening-  of  school. 

During"  the  summer  a  partition  had  been  constructed, 
forming  two  rooms  where  we  had  once  held  the  kinder- 
garten and  we  used  these  for  two  first  grades.  With  more 
than  eighty  registered  in  these  grades  it  soon  became 
apparent  a  third  division  was  necessary,  so  as  soon  as  it 
was  practical,  a  third  first  grade  division  was  made  and 
Mrs.  Pearson  became  the  teacher.  We  again  have  been 
fortunate  in  securing  good  teachers  and  we  have  an  ex- 
cellent staff  who  not  only  are  well  qualified  but  realize 
the  importance  of  professional  improvement.  Securing 
a  good  staff  is  made  easier  when  our  minimum  salary 
continues  to  be  somewhat  higher  than  that  in  surround- 
ing communities. 

A  trend  is  becoming  apparent  in  Hampton  Schools 
which  may  effect  considerably  our  future  housing  needs. 
We  of  course  shall  need  three  second  grades  next  Sep- 
tember, with  the  strong  probability  of  also  again  need- 
ing three  first  grades.  Add  to  this  the  need  of  using  four 
rooms  for  the  Junior  High  school  next  year  and  housing- 
is  a  problem.  As  it  is  now  projected  to  next  fall  we  shall 
need  nineteen  classrooms  in  a  building  that  has  only  fif- 
teen designed  and  we  must  begin  to  sacrifice  some  of  the 
things  we  have,  which  makes  for  a  good  school  system 
in  Hampton.  Furthermore  the  curtailment  of  kinder- 
garten will  affect  the  education  of  all  those  who  are  not 
able  to  get  that  experience.  It  depends  upon  individual 
youngsters  how  soon  they  can  recover  what  is  lost,  but 
all  things  being  equal,  children  without  this  experience 
starting  school  with  those  who  have  had  it  are  at  a  dis- 
tinct disadvantage. 

A  few  minor  changes  would  make  our  school  better 
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both  from  an  educational  viewpoint  and  from  an  admin- 
istrative one.  Some  of  these  have  been  mentioned  previ- 
ously. 

We  are  in  need  of  a  larger  space  for  school  supplies. 
For  the  population  of  our  building  and  the  amount  of 
supplies  we  now  use  our  present  space  is  inadequate.  An 
auxiliary  room  equipped  with  shelves  would  solve  this 
problem. 

The  cafeteria  could  be  improved  a  good  deal  by  install- 
ing some  type  of  sound  proofing  on  walls  and  ceiling,  for 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  teachers  keep  noise  at  a  mini- 
mum during  lunch  hours  the  composition  of  walls  and 
ceiling  there  make  the  room  noisy.  The  lighting  also 
could  be  improved  by  replacing  the  frosted  glass  with 
clear  glass  and  putting  larger  bulbs  and  new  shades  in 
the  present  lights. 

Our  bell  system  continues  to  bother.  There  are  four 
circuits  that  ring  bells  for  various  school  functions,  re- 
cess, lunch,  fire  drills  etc.,  and  often  bells  do  not  ring  in 
one  place  or  another  because  an  entire  circuit  is  not 
working.  This  coupled  with  the  fact  that  many  rooms 
do  not  have  clocks  sometimes  causes  children  to  miss 
buses  or  to  be  late  getting  dismissed.  In  a  school  of  this 
size  an  automatic  clock  system  would  seem  to  be  a  wise 
investment. 

As  our  enrollment  goes  up  our  play  area  becomes  more 
acute.  If  the  land  is  available  the  area  west  of  the  school 
between  school  property  and  Lafayette  Road  could  be 
well  used  for  play  activities.  Furthermore,  as  men- 
tioned in  other  reports,  a  hard  top  play  area  with  bas- 
ketball goals  would  be  very  valuable.  As  for  places  of 
fixed  play  equipment,  other  than  the  above  we  are  fairly 
well  off  and  the  supply  is  adequate  but  a  "Jungle  Gym" 
woukl  be  welcome. 
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We  are  still  using  the  Rinehart  Functional  Handwrit- 
ing system  to  advantage  which  is  valuable  and  worth- 
while. As  this  is  being  written,the  third  grades  are  mak- 
ing the  transition  from  print-script  to  cursive  writing  in 
accordance  with  views  of  educators. 

Guidance  activities  have  included  various  types  of 
achievement  tests,  group  and  individual  IQ  tests  and 
occupational  interest  inventories.  All  of  these  materials 
are  kept  for  the  use  of  teachers  and  administration  in  the 
child's  cumulative  record  folder  which  follows  him  into 
and  through  high  school.  These  prove  very  valuable  in 
the  later  school  guidance  of  the  child. 

In  respect  to  guidance  the  time  seems  to  be  near  at 
hand  when  Hampton  should  have  a  full  time  guidance 
person.  Authorities  on  guidance  recommend  a  full  time 
counselor  for  approximately  each  300  children  and  the 
school  enrollment  in  Hampton  next  year  should  approach 
700  pupils.  In  view  of  this  fact  I  feel  that  serious  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  this  problem.  Also  the  mat- 
ter of  secretarial  help  for  the  Centre  School  should  be 
given  consideration.  There  is  enough  work  between 
cumulative  records,  ranks,  hot  lunch,  accounting  etc.,  to 
keep  a  secretary  busy  on  a  full  time  basis  without  any 
trouble.  The  alloted  nine  hours  per  week  at  present  helps 
a  great  deal  but  in  that  time  it  is  impossible  to  keep  rec- 
ords complete  or  up-to-date  and  do  the  usual  office  rou- 
tine. 

The  people  of  Hampton  should  realize  that  our  build- 
ing problem  is  at  the  point  where  construction  of  one 
type  or  another  is  a  necessity. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  superin- 
tendent, members  of  the  school  board,  staff  and  parents 
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for  their  cooperation  and  loyalty  during  the  past  year 
that  has  made  school  another  year  of  educational  pro- 
gress.

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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS  REPORT 


Dear  Mr.  Gillmore: 

In  addition  to  the  safety  precaution  of  dividing  the 
outdoor  play  area  into  primary  and  intermediate  areas, 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  condition  of  the  play 
surface.  The  primary  area  is  hazardous  at  present  as  the 
play  surface  is  littered  with  stone.  The  intermediate  area 
needs  scraping  and  some  fill  to  produce  a  smooth  play 
surface. 

The  regular  program  in  the  grades  has  been  supple- 
mented by  getting  the  children  to  recognize  poor  pos- 
ture and  to  become  conscious  of  proper  body  balance  by 
criticizing  each  other. 

In  grades  7  through  12,  the  program  has  included  ac- 
tivities which  endeavor  to  promote  physical  fitness  — 
activities  which  will  develop  endurance,  agility,  strength, 
skill  and  coordination  in  the  pupil.  In  the  high  school 
some  of  the  problems  are  hetrogeneous  class  groupings, 
lack  of  credit  and  short  periods.  The  addition  of  an  out- 
door grassed  area  makes  possible  a  broadening  of  the 
program.  At  the  present  time,  the  area  is  extremely  ir- 
regular and  will  need  scraping  and  seeding. 

When  it  becomes  possible,  the  locker  rooms  should  be 
painted. 

ATHLETICS 

The  Sfesketball  team  participated  in  the  state  basket- 
ball tournament.  Track  was  resumed  after  a  lapse  of  one 
year  with  a  large  squad.  The  team  finished  second  at  the 
state  meet.  To  carry  on  Track  and  Field  this  spring  will 
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require  the  cooperation  of  all  as  all  the  jumping  pits 
have  been  filled  in  with  the  construction  of  the  soft  ball 
field.  The  football  team  finished  the  season  with  a  rec- 
ord of  5  won  and  3  lost. 

The  varsity  locker  room  is  cold  and  damp  and  should 
have  heat  installed.

CxIRL'S  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


Dear  Mr.  Gillmore : 

I  hereby  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  girls' 
physical  education  in  Hampton. 

This  school  year  separate  classes  for  boys  and  girls 
arew  being  conducted  in  the  5th  and  6th  grades.  Physio- 
logical and  social  developments  necessitated  the  change. 
In  grades  five  through  eight  fundamentals  of  body  co- 
ordination are  being  introduced  through  simple  team  and 
individual  games.  In  grades  nine  through  twelve  the 
fundamentals  are  further  developed  through  more  com- 
plex activities. 

The  intramural  program  in  the  high  school  is  conduct- 
ed through  the  Girls'  Athletic  Association.  Participation 
in  these  grants  membership  to  the  club.  The  organization 
offers  activities  not  provided  in  the  regular  school  pro- 
gram. These  include  roller  skating,  ice  skating,  playdays 
with  surrounding  schools  and  other  various  activities. 
For  Christmas  the  girls  collected  clothing  and  toys  and 
presented  them  to  a  children's  home  in  Portsmouth. 

The  Junior  High  cheerleading  squad  consists  of  ten 
girls,  seven  from  grade  eight  and  three  from  grade 
seven.  The  squad  lacks  regular  cheerleading  uniforms 
and  at  present  are  using  navy  blue  gym  suits  and  white 
blouses.

Dear  Mr.  Gillmore: 

Following  is  the  report  of  Music  activity  in  the  Hamp- 
ton schools  during  1953. 

In  the  High  School,  there  are  now  five  singing  groups, 
each  meeting  one  period  a  week:  Freshmen-Sophomore 
Girls'  Glee  club;  Junior-Senior  Girls'  Glee  club;  Boys' 
Glee  club ;  Mixed  Chorus  and  Choir.  The  choir  is  taking 
the  place  of  the  Girls'  Ensemble  of  1952-'53. 

These  groups  have  sung  for  the  school  in  assembly; 
for  the  Woman's  club  and  graduation.  The  Mixed  Chorus 
and  Girls'  Ensemble  auditioned  at  Laconia  at  All-State 
and  also  presented  an  Operetta.  The  groups  also  present- 
ed a  Christmas  concert  featuring  Fred  Waring's  "Crib", 
in  December. 

The  Band  auditioned  last  May  at  Laconia,  has  played 
for  football  games  (with  most  of  its  necessary  mem- 
bers on  the  fooball  team)  and  also  played  Memorial  Day 
—  with  nearly  one-third  of  the  members  at  Durham  at 
a  track  meet. 

Through  funds  earned  by  the  singing  groups  and 
Band,  we  have  gowned  a  choir  of  22,  and  purchased  two 
band  uniforms  at  a  cost  of  about  $500. 

Two  classes  in  Music  Appreciation  were  taught  in 
1952-53.  This  Fall,  however,  schedule  difficulties  made  it 
impossible  to  continue  these  classes. 

Lessons  in  instrumental  music  are  being  given  at  the 
High  and  Center  Schools  for  pupils  studying  brass  or 
woodwind. 

At  the  Centre  School,  every  pupil  in  the  first  three 
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grades  receive  music  instruction  with  music  activity, 
two  periods  a  week  —  beside  that  given  by  the  regular 
teacher.  The  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades  have  one 
period  weekly,  with  daily  lessons  by  the  grade  teacher. 

In  the  Junior  High  school,  an  extra  period  is  being- 
given  this  year  for  those  particularly  gifted  and  inter- 
ested in  music.  It  has  been  very  successful. 

A  Christmas  program  which  included  all  pupils  in  the 
first  six  grades  and  also  a  group  from  the  Junior  High 
School  was  presented  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

The  Physical  Education  classes  at  the  High  school  are 
scheduled  at  the  same  time  as  the  music  classes.  This 
means  that  the  pupils  in  the  Music  Department  do  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  sing  in  the  auditorium  enough 
to  become  accustomed  to  the  change  in  acoustics.  The 
disadvantage  is  keenly  felt  when  the  groups  are  prepar- 
ing a  public  performance.  Since  music  is  an  inclusive  ac- 
tivity, using  large  groups,  this  is  to  be  deplored. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Gillmore,  and  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  for  the  excellent  material  avail- 
able for  my  work.  I  know  it  is  appreciated  by  the  stu- 
dents.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  Mr.  Gillmore,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  school  health  program 
for  1953. 

During  the  year  682  children  have  been  tested  with  the 
telebinocular  machine;  of  this  number  78  children  did 
not  pass  the  test ;  suggesting  defective  vision.  Of  these 
78  cases  65  have  already  been  corrected :  The  Lion's  club 
is  continuing  to  give  us  financial  help  with  the  correc- 
tions whenever  necessary. 

In  1953,  331  hearing  tests  were  given ;  of  this  number 
12  children  were  found  who  had  some  hearing  loss,  11  of 
these  have  been  corrected.  Three  of  these  corrections 
were  made  possible  by  tonsellectomies  at  the  Dover  hos- 
pital by  Dr.  Reid.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Lions  club, 
Kiwanians,  Kiwanaides  and  the  Red  Cross  for  their  fi- 
nancial assistance.  These  hearing  tests  were  done  during 
the  month  of  February  1953.  The  audiometer  which  I 
had  to  use  was  borrowed  from  the  state.  I  had  applied 
early  in  the  school  year  for  the  machine  but  there  is  a 
great  demand  for  the  few  that  the  state  has.  This  par- 
ticular machine  which  I  used  is  of  a  very  old  type  and 
has  had  a  great  deal  of  use.  I  believe  that  it  was  donated 
by  the  American  Legion  of  Hampton  and  surrounding- 
towns  a  few  years  ago.  Therefore,  I  feel  that  although  I 
spent  over  a  month  on  these  hearing  tests  that  there  is  a 
great  possibility  that  I  may  have  missed  some  children 
with  a  hearing  loss,  and  may  have  referred  some  children 
who  didn't  need  it,  due  to  the  inaccuracy  of  the  old  ma- 
chine. The  state  recommends  that  a  school  child's  hear- 
ing should  be  checked  every  year.  The  newest  model  of 
"Maico"  audiometer  at  the  price  of  $345.00  would  allow 
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me  to  do  the  testing  in  much  less  time,  and  with  my  very 
crowded  schedule  this  year,  the  time  element  is  very  im- 
portant. Also,  after  the  testing  was  completed,  we  could 
be  reasonably  sure  that  each  child  had  been  adequately 
tested.  This  "Maico"  audiometer  is  approved  by  the 
state.  Perhaps  the  Parent-Teacher's  Associations  of  our 
Union  or  some  other  organization  would  be  interested  in 
this  worthwhile  project. 

Dr.  Blake,  our  school  physician,  has  examined  241 
children  plus  all  sports  participants  with  the  following 
results :

By  "corrected"  we  mean  that  the  condition  has  either 
been  corrected  or  has  been  brought  to  the  attention,  and 
is  being  treated  by  the  family  doctor. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  done  by  the  school 
nurse  on  601  children.  From  these  inspections  I  have 
found  the  following  conditions  which  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  parents :

These  uncorrected  defects  as  well  as  the  remaining  un- 
corrected vision  and  hearing  defects  will  continue  to  be 
followed  by  the  school  nurse  through  home  visits. 
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1,201  —  Children  given  first  aid. 
105  —  111  children  taken  home. 
42  —  Children  taken  to  doctor. 
145  —  Home  visits  made. 
11  —  Children  taken  to  special  clinics. 

(Clinics  —  Dr.  Reid,  Dover ;  Mental  Hygiene,  Concord ; 
Dermatology,  Portsmouth.) 

This  transportation  came  to  an  estimated  1,600  miles 
traveled  by  the  school  nurse  in  1953. 

With  the  help  of  Miss  Landry,  state  nurse,  139  child- 
ren in  grades  1,  7  and  8  were  given  Patch  Tests  for  Tu- 
berculosis. No  positive  reactions  were  found. 

Our  new  accident  insurance  for  school  children  is  now 
in  effect.  405  children  are  enrolled  in  the  plan.

A  "Woods  Light"  has  been  purchased  through  Mr. 
Gillmore's  office  for  use  in  this  union.  Examination  of  a 
child's  head  under  the  light  easily  detects  ringworm  of 
the  scalp  which  is  very  prevalent  in  some  nearby  towns. 
This  is  very  contagious  but  with  our  Woods  Light  and 
careful  watching  of  our  children,  we  should  not  have 
cause  for  alarm. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  is  again  this  year  supplying  the 
funds  for  hot  lunches  for  underprivileged  children.
